But  u»  it  n.ay  not 
be  known  that  the  navigation  of 
1  L.e  Miluihppi  has  occupied  the  ear- 
lieft  labors  of  the  Fxecuti»e,  and 
has  been  purfued  with  an  nnrcrri it- 
ted  fincerity,  1  w  ill  lay  before  yoa 
a  (ketch  of  the  pending  negocia- 
tion,  as  may  be  coimiiunuared, 
conlillcntly  with  the  refpect  di.etc* 
t lie  nation  in  treaty  with  u»,  and 
the  rules  obfei  ved  in  fnch  cafes. 

The  primary  lubjecr  in  the  in- 
Hruciions  to  Mr.  Carmithael,  who 
has  relidcd  for  a  conliderable  time 
at  Madiid  as  Charge  des  Atr'aira 
of  the  United  .States,  has  been  to 
throw  open  to  your  commerce 
that  river  to  its  -very  mouth.  In 
December  V791,  it  waf  verbally 
communicated  to  the  fecretary  of 
fate  by  one  of  the  coinmHnoner* 
of  Spain  here,  that  his  Catholic 
maieAjj  appi  ifed  of  our  foiicitude 
to  liave  foilie  arrangements  made? 
1  cfpcair.g  our  free  navigation  oe* 
the  Mithtlippi,  and  thc^ule  of  a 
]>o,  t  thereon,  was  ready  to  ente:- 
inta  a  treaty  at  Madrid.  And 
great  indeed  was  that  foiicitude. 
for  although  this  overture  was. 
not  as  to  the  peace,  what  might 
have  been  defired,  yet  was  it  at- 
tended without  delay  and  accept- 
ed. 

""As^a  pi  oof  of  the  interefts  ta- 
3;cn  by  the  government  on  this  fub- 
jeet,  1  might  mention,  that  not  on- 
ly was  Mr.  Carmichacl,  who  had 
acquired  an  acquaintance,  with  per* 
fons  and  circumllances  in  Spain, 
made  a  me.nbet  of  the  commiffion, 
but  Mr.  ohoit  was  added,  as  being 
more  particularly  informed  of  the 
navigation  to  be  treated  of. 

Inllruciions,  comprehenfive,  ac- 
cuiate  and  l'orcible,  w ere.  ji'cpa-'ed 
by  my  predrrctibr  ;  and  if  at  tiiis 
ftage  of  the  bufmefs  it  wee  proper 
to  .fev elope  them  to  public  view; 
1  ihould  expect,  with  certainty, 
that  liiofe  who  are  the  moll  ardent 
for  the  main  object  would  pro- 
n«ntKc  that  the  executive  has  been 
dHcient  neither  in  vigilcnce  nor 
ei?i  lions.

'•  On  the  27th  or  28th  ult.  for- 
ty-five Chactaws  and   ten  felect 
ipics^  lent  out  by  Gen.  Wayne,  ran 
bre.i.nlels  in  o  the  encampment, 
w  ith  a  dreadful  account  of  the  e- 
nemy.    They  had  been  fired  upon 
by  a  heavy  body  of  Indians,  and 
had  loft  out  of  their  Chiefs  near  to 
a  place  called  Girty's  town,  thirty 
miles  advanced  of  Greenville,  on 
the  direct  rout  to  Au  Glaze,  and  a 
little  to  the  Laltward  of  Fort  Re- 
covery, for  -which  poll  maj.  M'- 
Mahan  marched  the  29th  wi.h  300 
and  odd  Paek-liorfes,  loaded  v\  ith 
itores  and  provifions,  under  the 
protection  of  an  efcort  of  90  Riile 
men,  and  50  Dragoons,  and  w  ith 
orders  from  the  General,  mould 
the  enemy   ariempt  to  interrupt 
him  to  charge  them  and  cut  his 
Way  through  to  Recovery  regard- 
lefs  of  nunther.    The  Major  made 
good  his  mar  h  on  the  fame  day, 
and  die  next  morning  about  7  o'- 
clock, the  efcort  being  on  the  point 
of  mar.hin<r,  and  the  Pack-Horfes 
having   moved   fomewhat  better 
than  half  a  mile  from  the  Fort,  on 
thier  return  to  ^recnville,  were  fi- 
red upon  in  front  by  a  parry  ofSa- 
vages,  who  had  taken  pod  on  each 
fide  the  road.  —  M'Mahan,  unfortu- 
nate gallant  fpirit !  heard   a  few

expected  From  140  men,  oppolea
